to effectually dispose of the theory 
first advanced that the bars were 
stolen previous to having been sent 
on board the' steamer. No .clues, 
however, seexn to be forthcoming re- 
garding the perpetrator of the rob~ 
bery. Passengers of the Xftiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse who were landed at 
Southamptofa told a representative of 
the Associated Press that they knew 
nothing of the matter until t&ey read 
of itin the newspapers this morning. 
It was observed' that there were no 
special precautions or searching^ of 
the passengers disembarked, though 
there was some comment caused by 
the delay of seven houfs^in landing 
the passengers at Cherbourg, where 
the steamer arrived at 11 o'clock 
Monday night* But, contrary to cus- 
tom, the passengers were kept on 


. board until 6 O'clock in the morning* 
The officers of the steamer explained 
that the steamer would not come out* 
But this failed to satisfy the im 
patient passengers, who, however, 
were quite ignorant until they landed 
that their a«t«ntion w&i duo to' 


initial 
investigations 
consequent 


upon the theft and the precautions 
exercised at Cherbourg. But the fact 
that these precautions were not oh* 
served subsequently at Southampton 
was taken to indicate that the offi- 
cials believe the conspiracy has its 
chief end on £xe continent* The pas* 
sengers are inclined to believe that 
thfc robbery must have been accom- 
plished by an individual exceptional- 
ly conversant with the arrangements 
of the steamship company, for not 
one of the cabin passengers, appar- 
ently, knew there was specie on 
board, much less where it was kept.

Miss li&rg'aret Hamilton, the owner 
oif the ptfopsrty, has given the school 
board an option upon the" eastern por- 
tion of the property, >a tract of 150 
feet in width and 320 in length. 


A CENTRAL LOCATION. 


The site Selected is said to be very 


near tha geographical center of thf 
city, and members of the board are 
assured that the selection will be 
Very generally accepta/ble to the peo- 
ple of the city. There will be a 
frontage of 150 feet on East Lswis 
and oh Mtontgomery streets, while 
lengthwise the siite runs for 320 feel 
along the western side of Barr street. 
The surroundings are in every way 
deslrttible for school purposes, it is 
far fchougli removed from the main 
business streets to avoid the noise 
of traffic, yet not too remote to T>e 
easily Accessible. The 
view from 


every sid'e of the building will be 
pleasing, and the tract is surround- 
ed by many fine old trees. Many 
of these^ will, of course, have to be 
removed, but the conditions aire such 
as will produce a location of great 
beauty. 


SAW OTHER SITES. 


The selection of the site was made 


only after a protracted investigation 
of every other ^location sufficiently 
suitable to be favorably considered* 
Among these 
locations 
were the 


Agster property 
at Harrison and 


Jefferson streets', which proved en- 
tirely too small. The seme difficulty

ANNUAL REPORT OF AMERICAN 


BIBLE SOCIETY. 


New York, April 10,—The annual 


report of the American Bible society 
relative to the situation in China, 
will contain the fololwing interesting 
statements from its agent in China, 
the Rev. John R* Hykes, B. D.: 


"T'here was a deep and cunningly 


laid plot, under imperial sanction, to 
extirpirate Christians, expel all for- 
eigners and destroy all foreign inter- 
ests. 


"No one divined the full extent of 


fche iniquity whteh was deliberately 
contemplated. 
,, 


"111 all 183 pi"otestant missionaries, 


including 60 men, 75 women and 48 
children have been massacred. 


"With the exception of the mas- 


sacres at Ku Choo in Ckekiang, in 
wh;ch eleven persons were killed, and 
at Hengchoo in Hunan, all of the 
deaths occurred in the northern prov- 
nces. 


"The question has been raised at 


home as to whether the tooxer upiis- 
ing was anti-foreign or anti-*nis&ion~ 
ary in its character. No doubt exists 
n the mind of any well-informed per- 
sons in China, The movement was 
undoubtedly again'st foreigners, as 
such; and the ci'usade was directed 
against everything foreign—Christi- 
anity, of course, included. 


ALTERED DEATH DECBEK 
Hsu Ching Cheng and Yuen Chang, 


two ministers of the foreign office 
would not transmit the awful edict 
which reiterated the order to gainful- 
ly extirpate all foreigners/ 
hut 


Changed it so as to read "protect all 
foreigners,' and then sent it flying 
aver the wires to the remotest provin- 
ces. They were sentenced to be cut 
in two. Misionaries were the class 
that benefitted by these acts of hero- 
ism. 
The fact that every missionary 


escaped from fourteen out oif the eigh- 
teen provinces would indicate that 
the crusade was not specially anti- 
missionary, 


"In the provinces of Ohih Li and 


Shansi every school, hospital, chapel 
and dwelling was looted and burned 
by the boxers or imperial trops, the 
only exception being the property in 
the foreign settlement at Tien Tsin. 
Sb complete was the demolition of 
property by tnese mad fantics that 
not a vestige was left to mark the 
site; even the foundations were dug 
up an carried away. Th^xe was also 
destruction of mission property in the 
provinces of Shenssi, Hoonon, Hu* 
nan, Huhen, Kiangsi, Chekiaiig and 
Kwantung. 
The native Christians 


have been the worst sufferers. Those 
who escaped the general slaughter in 
the northern provinces lost absolutely 
everything, and many of them are 
perishing from cold and starvation. 


SCRIPTtRES DESTROYED. 


"The 'scriptures destroyed Will ag- 


gregate not less than one hundred 
thousand volumes and the actual loss 
to the society will not be less than 
eight or ten thousand gold dollars,in- 
cliiding the necessary expense of get- 
ting workers to places of safety and 
back again to their stations. All of 
our foreign superintendents were 
saved, We have to mourn the loss of 
many noble and devoted native work- 
ers. 
They were warned of the risk 


they weie lunning, but not a man of 
the noble band of eighteen flinched. 
Their reply was, 'We go on a colport- 
age tour. God's will 'bo done,' 


"Only four of the eighteen returned 


from that journey. 
The homes of 


these martyrs were looted -and turned 
and their families exterminated. 


"Those who survived escaped to the 


mountains, where they suffered ter- 
rible privations and managed to get 
back to Pekin after it wa» captured 
by the allied armies. 


NOT ONE BSCAPfiD, 


"Of the colporteurs under mission* 


ary supervision I 'have not heard of 
one who escaped. In some parts of 
China colporteurs endured terrible 
persecution and some of them are 
only now venturing out of hiding. 


"More than forty thousand native 


converts (including Eoman Catholic) 
met death with a heroism worthy of 
the best age of the church* 


"While the total number of the vol- 


umes of the Scriptures published is 
3T,000 less than tne previous year, 
the fetunta; of jfragt* it ritfntly ik 


excess. The number of pages printed 
in 1890 was 76,932,300 this y*ar it 
was 77,646,700, or about three-quar- 
ters of a milion more. This is the 
largest number of pages printed in 
one year by the China ageoacy, and 
will give some idea of proportions to 
which the work had grown when, in 
tommon with all forms of Christian 
works, it was suddenly interrupted 
by the events of the past year. 


"The number of Mandarin bibles 


manufactured is worthy of special 
notice. There were received from the 
printers no less than 16,500 complete 
Bibles, and 5,000 copies were in press 
on December 31. Ten years ago an 
edition of 2,000 copies was thought 
sufficient to meet the demand for sev- 
eral years. This fairly indicates the 
growth of the native church during 
this period, for it is from nativ* 
Christians that the demand for thes« 
Bibles comes."

THE PRIVATE SOLDIER, 


The closing address was .delivered 


by James E, Graham, who said in 
opening that the committee had 
asked him to tell the audience that 
there were some private soldiers in 
the army, In part, Mi. Graham said; 


al am glad to say there were a few 


privates in that great army, yet I do 
not propose to draw invidious distinc- 
tions between private and the officer, 
for together they constituted the 
symmetry of the army. Each was 
absolutely necessaiy to the other, 
and it is an honoi to have been a com- 
mon soldier behind the musket. Wai- 
was not our trade, our profession or 
our desire, but in the hour of tlie 
countiy's peril there was developed a 
patiiotism that was sublime 


"There is no (place on earth where 


human nature is so developed as in 
the anny. If theie's a mean streak 
in a man anywhere, it will develop 
there. And just as truly the splen- 
did attributes oi nobility of nature 
and ot -character aie brought to the 
surface an the lanks. A friend there 
was a friend down to the last drop in 
his canteen and the last crumb in his 
haveieack. And it was not the bully 
and the braggait that made the best 
patriotic fellow, stripling though he 
soldier, but the quiet, deteimined, 
may have been, was the one who, 
with steady nerve behind his ashen 
face, met the bullets' hail sturdily 
and splendidly, 
A thorough com- 


radeship, too, existed between the 
common soldier and the good officer. 


"It is forty years since that first 


shot in Charleston harbor started the 
most gigantic struggle of modern 
times—a strife that excelled anything 
witnessed by English-speaking peo- 
ple, and on which hung the destinies 
of the nations of the earth. Upon it 
were tuined in hope the faces of all 
the dowii-ti odden peoples of the 
earth, while tyiants looked on in dis- 
may 
And after four years of ter- 


rible conflict, when America's best 
blood had been shed to enrich Ameri- 
can liberty—after the auction block 
had been wiped out by the sacrifice 
of blood and treasure—at Appomatox, 
April 9, 1865, it culminated. There 
in the eyes of the world the union 
army wrote in the gasse of the world 
the declaration that popular govern- 
ment, before an experiment, had be- 
come a fixed fact, and that this coun- 
try wat to have but one flag. 


"Comrades, it is nearly thirty-six 


years since we stacked arms, folded 
our tents and returned to peaceful 
pursuits as a part of the citizenship 
of the greatest country the woild has 
ever known. The union soldier has 
had no small part in making this 
country what it is today. I under- 
take to &ay that no class of citizens 
has done moie in war aud in peace for 
the glory of this country than has 
the common soldier of the union 
army." 


Little Miss Greek and Robert Ham- 


ilton gave a dialogue that was high- 
ly enjoyed, and in response to an en- 
core Master Hamilton sang a solo* 
After another selection by the quar- 
tet, Major Ligget dismissed the audi- 
ence with a word of appreciation 
upon the pait of the veterans. The 
observance was successful aud enjoy- 
able throughout.

It pays to the farmers $500,000 for 
sugar beets, and the pulp produce4 
during the campaign is worth m 
actual value as food for live stock at
